Chicago's typhoid death rate, 
which was the highest of any large 
city in the nation in 1891, has been 
reduced to the lowest. The sani- 
tary district canal and its subsid- 
lary improvements have contrib- 
uted largely to that result. The 
following is the first of three arti- 
cles giving a glimpse of the pro- 
tection to public health which is 
afforded by the works of the dis- 
trict.

As the years rushed 
by, location, hinterland, and other ad- 
vantages doubled, tripled, and quadru- 
pled the village’s population. It be 
came a city. Commerce was knocking 
at the door, the Illinois and Michigan 
canal had been constructed between 
1836 and 1848. Industries were being 
attracted and railroads were building 
towards the rapidly rising business 
center of the west. 

For the aristocrats, horse carts 
hauled tanks of drinking water from 
the lake, and hollowed wooden logs 
conducted the sewage from their 
homes to the river, which was con- 
nected with the canal running south- 
west through the Desplaines and III. 
nois river valleys. But then as now, 
in Chicago, public improvements 
lagged behind private enterprises. 
tardiness then of needed improvements 
contributed to an epidemic of cholera 
which reaped a harvest between 1849 
and 1854, when the death rate was 
48.92 per thousand. It is recorded 
that nearly 5% per cent of the. popu- 
lation died in 1354. 

River Only Recourse. 

The city was forced before the scorn 
of the nation to build a sewer system 
which emptied into the river. To re- 
verse its flow from the lake into the 
canal, and thereby take care of the 
city’s sewage, the city spent more 
than $3,000,000 to deepen the canal. 

The prevalence of cholera among the 
drinkers of well water was also re 
sponsible, according to Dr. John H. 
Rauch, first secretary of the state 
board of health, for the advent of the 
City Hydraulic company. It obtained 
its water “far distant” from the mouth 
of the sluggish river, 
excessive rains flowed boldly into the 
lake.

The home of the Rev. Eimer L. Wil- 
liams, dry crusader, vice foe, and an 
official of the Better Government asso- 
clation, was bombed early this morn- 
ing.

Warning to. Voters 
to Avert Crisis. 
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BERLIN, April 26.—{By ‘the Asso 
ciated Press.)—In a proclamation is- 
sued tonight the government warne 
the German people against the ex- 
tremists who oppose acceptance of the 
Dawes reparation experts’ reports and 
makes this one of the chief govern- 
ment Yssues in the reichstag electoral 
campaign, now on at full tilt with the 
election date only eight days away. 

The proclamation points out that re- 
jection of the experts“ plan would de- 
velop a erisis which might eventually 
involve Germany in a new war against 
the entire world. In the event the ex- 
perts’ report is turned down by the 
extremists, the proclamation declares, 
it would mean in the long run an un- 
conditional surrender to Germany's 
enemies under conditions more grave 
than if the report were accepted. The 
statement concludes with the conten- 
tion that the only means of saving the 
country from utter ruin is to abide 
by the poliey outlined by Brig. Gen. 
Dawes and his colleagues, 

The campaign is being bitterly con- 
tested and Chancellor Marx, Foreign 
Minister Stresemann and the other 
party leaders are having their speeches 
broadcast by radio throughout the 
country daily.

William's Views. 

BERLIN, April 27.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press. Former Emperor Wil- 
liam, in a new book published by Lieut. 
Col. Niemann, a personal friend, is 
quoted as rapping President Wilson 
for his stand against Germany in the 
world war. Niemann, was attached to 
grand headquarters during the war 
and accompanied William in his flight 
to Holland. 

The former emperor is credited vith 
having told Niemann that it was per- 
fectly clear to him from the beginning 
that President Wilson desired to see 
Germany crushed and that the United 
States waited an opportune moment to 
enter the war so as to swing the bal- 
ance in favor of the allies. 

Explains His Flight. 

Regarding the flight of William to 
Holland, Niemann quotes him as say- 
ing: 

“I was ready to fight the external 
enemy when the revolution broke out, 
but I found myself deserted by the 
army leaders themselves. Many per- 
sons contended that I ought to have 
sought death on the battlefield, but I 
think that tempting God or committing 
suicide would have been morally 
wrong. 

* did not want to stand by and see 
Germany split in a fight of Germans 
against Germans, and I left the coun- 
try rather than to stand as an ob- 
stacle in the way of the fatherland. I 
realize that the sacrifice did not have 
the desired effect—to secure better con- 
ditions for Germany; but I believe his- 
tory will justify my action.

Meanwhile the district attorney said 
Dr. Henry Vier, Mrs. Baring’s personal 
physician during the last three years, 
had told him of finding signs of diph- 
theria and pneumonia bacteria in his 
patient’s blood. It was his opinion, the 
district attorney said, that the germs 
had been given her in ginger ale, root 
beer, and solid foods. 

Baring will have another hearing to- 
morrow, when it is expected the prose- 
cutor will ask that he be held without 
bail. His attorney said he wag pre- 
pared to furnish bail up to $100,000 and 
would insist that his client have an op- 
portunity to tell his story to the grand 
jury. 

Baring’s home is said to hold a 
miniature chemical laboratory con- 
taining many test tubes. In some of 
these, an official said, germs of pneu- 
monia and diphtheria were found by 
state troops. 


Experimented on Wife? 

While the district attorney was in- 
sistent he could substantiate the 
charges against Baring, counsel and 
friends of Baring were confident he 
would clear himself. In Baring’s be- 
half they advanced the strange theory 
that Baring, described by them as a 
neurotic, had become 80 absorbed in 
chemical experiments as to carry his 
tests to the point of experimepting 
on his wife. 

Mrs. Baring is seven years her hus- 
band’s senior, she being 46 years old.

Chicago, April 23—A self-confessed 
bootlegger named Jamieson testified be- 
fore Commissioner Beitler that he sold a 
case of whisky to an investigator for 
the Better Government association be- 
cause the investigator told him that he 
would not get in trouble, being a fellow 
Mason and a fellow churchman.

The facts are: The federal agents were 


called in and given the infurmation and 
it was they who received the whisky 
and paid for it, and watched the investi- 
gator deliver the check to Jamieson. 
The check was cashed by one Morris 
May, and Jamieson on the witness stand 
testified that he had bought the whisky 
with the check. 

The May brothers were investigated 
by the federal agents, who reported that 
there were Whisky barrels visible at an 
upstairs window; that there was little 
indication of an express business, and 
inasmuch as Jamieson had named May 
as the source of supply, the federal 
agents asked for a search warrant. The 
director of law enforcement of the Bet- 
ter Government association accompanied 
the agents when they served the search 
warrant, and the May brothers said that 
the thirty-three cases of champagne 
which were in their cellar and in a closet) 
in their express office was their personal 
property; that they had been distributors 
of sacramental wine, but had been cut 
out of the business and were no longer 
engaged in it. Some of the cases had 
the lettering planed off.
